sions. 
With very few exceptions the 
management of our leading daily news­ 
papers enforce truthfulness and fairness 
as the supreme attributes for a newspa­ 
per writer, aud yet it is common for all 
who are displeased with any reportorial 
statement to say that*‘it’s a mere news­ 
paper story. ” 
It is true that thoro are a few con­ 
spicuous exceptions to tho rule that gov­ 
erns the reputable newspapers of the 
country. 
Not only are tile managers of our 
leading newspapers entitled to great 
credit for tho scrupulous care they in- 
fcree on their ri.qx*i tors and correspond­ 
ents to present the truth with as exact 
fairness as is possible, but the public 
little know the ceaseless care that is ex­ 
ercised in every reputable newspaper 
office to prevent the publication of even 
the truth when it would be more harm­ 
ful to publish than to suppress it.

The mandrel was 
highly polished, and upon this he drew 
or rolled out tho load to tho full length 
of the rod, thus giving him an inch 
bore, and the material was rollod, it is 
caid, to a one-fourth inch, making a to 
tai diameter 1)£ inches for tho 
After completing several sections of 
length of tho mandrel he soldered them 
together, making the pipe of whatever 
length he desired. 
He put It to practical uso by fasten 
lug it to pump heads, and also running 
it from springs to connect watering 
troughs and springhouses in the coun­ 
try round about here. Being greatly 
pleased with his discovery and receiv­ 
ing the most flattering of comments 
from his friends aud neighbors in this 
section, ho concluded to make his in- 
vmtion moro widely known, and hence 
made a visit to Philadelphia, taking 
bis dovioo with him. 
At the Franklin institute in that city 
he gave his first exhibition to quito a 
number of inventors, artisans uud me­ 
chanics. As it is now related, every one 
who witnessed it was more than de­ 
lighted, and so expressed himself in 
his iiumedito presence. It was not long 
that ho was allowed to remain in a con­ 
dition of supreme happiness over his in­ 
vention, for a short time after he made 
a disclosure of his discovery, and while 
yet iu Philadelphia, he found out that 
by tho persons to whom he bad given 
an exhibition of the process of making 
lead pipe his idea had been used and 
Improved upon.—Philadelphia Press.
